LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Legislative Council 
Monday did not accept or re- 
ject a proposed formula for dis- 
tributing state aid to education. 


The council voted to ask the 


state Education Department to 
distribute copies of the pro- 
posal to school districts and 
other interested prersons. 


Sen. Knox Nelson of Pine 


Bluff suggested that legislators 
consult with school officials to 
discuss the report and arrange 
for hearings with school per- 
sonnel later. No date was speci- 
fied. 


State Sen. Robert Harvey of 


Swifton presented the report to 
the council. He was chairman 
of a special 30-member com- 
mittee appointed by state Edu- 
cation 
Commissioner 
A. 
W. 


Ford to evaulate the 1969 school 
distribution formula law and 
propose improvements. 


The 
proposed 
formula 
is 


basically the same as the pre- 
vious one. However, an equali- 
zation formula did not take ef- 
fect in the previous law until 
each school district received 102 
per cent of the funds distributed 
in the previous year, but the 
formula would be in effect in 
the new proposal at the begin- 
ning of the distribution. 


The 
previous 
equaliza- 


tion formula was practically 
meaningless since state rev- 
enues for school aid amounted 
to only slightly more than the 
guaranteed 102 per cent, which 
had to be reached before the 
formula took effect. 


Under 
the 
proposed 
new 


formula, districts 
would 
be 


guaranteed at least the same 


1 
amount of aid as in the pre- 
vious year, but the equalization 
formula would be a factor af- 
fecting the distribution of in- 
creased revenue for school aid.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Room 247 in the Lenox Hill Hos- 


pital was filled and emptied and filled again with friends, 
reporters and television men bearing television cameras. 
There were also several bouquets of flowers for the patient, 
Matt Snell. The room resembled a locker room at times, 
though it did not smell like one. And Snell, with a consist- 
ent smile, gave no hint that what had begun like a "Cinder- 
ella year" had ended "with my whole world crashing down 
on me." 


Snell had been the leading rusher in pro football. He had 


gained 88 yards in 22 carries against the Buffalo Bills be- 
fore he was whirled out of bounds on a left-end sweep in 
the final quarter and tore the Achilles' heel tendon in his 
right foot. 


In the locker room afterward, he sat on a stool and 
sobbed. 


"I'm finished, doc," he said to New York Jet team doctor 


James Nicholas. "My career's finished." 


"No, it's not," replied the doctor. And he cited the cases 


of Les Josephson of the Los Angeles Rams and Rosey 
Grier of the Rams and Dick Barnett, the New York Knicks' 
basketball player. He mentioned Snell's former teammate, 
Clyde Washington. All of them suffered a similar iniurv 
and came back. 


Five years ago, Snell would have been right. An injury 


of that nature would have terminated his career. 


"Now," said Snell, "the doctor is optimistic. After the 


operation, he said that my career depends on two things, 
how hard I work in rehabilitation and Mother Nature. 


"In the last five years, medical techniques have made 


terrific advancements in this area. Funny, in two years an 
Achilles rupture might just seem like a sprain." 


He lay in bed with a short, heavy, leg cast ("It must 


weight 15 pounds, at least") propped upon a strange appa- 
ratus. He wiggled his black toes, flecked with plaster bits 
like rice sprinkled on a chocolate cake, to demonstrate his 
flexibility. 


"It was so strange," he said. "My leg had been wrapped 


before the game. And I had no pain, no inkling of soreness 
But when I got spun out of bounds, the doctor said that I 
landed just perfectly for an injury. Mv weight was per- 
fectly distributed, my body temperature was ideal the 
ground was just hard enough that.'when I landed, it ripped 
, "The doctor said that I would have hurt it with all those 
factors if I had just jumped out of bed. 


"It was like a natural death. No excuses. No way to pre- 
vent it. No way to prepare for it." 


Snell, 29, was having his finest season since his rookie 


year seven years ago, when he gained 948 yards rushing. 
He felt that with his rushing, Joe Namath's passing and 
the jelling of the team, the Jets could again go to the Super 
Bowl, which they won in 1969. Snell starred in that ,,n«P* 
win over the Baltimore Colts. 


"I've played football for a long time," he said "High

Poor Labeling Another 
Barrier to Proper Diet 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Despite all the knowledge 


that has been accumulated 
about food, you will still 
have trouble a p p l y i n g it 
when you go shopping. Why? 
Because foods are inade- 
quately labeled. Often it is 
impossible to tell if a given 
food contains saturated or 
unsaturated fat. Manufac- 
turers have altered many 
natural foods, making them 
less healthy. 


Let's look at what has hap- 


pened to peanut butter. Pea- 
nut oil naturally has some 
unsaturated fat in it. But, if 


. it is left to its natural state, 


tHu-peanut oil rises to the top 
of the jar, not looking nearly 


, as attractive -ts the unin- 
•( formed buyer. The oil soon 


b e c o m e s rancid. So, the 
manufacturer adds hydrogen 
to peanut oil, making it a 
saturated fat. The oil doesn't 
separate and the shelf life of 
the product is increased. So 
are the fatty deposits in the 
people who eat it. 


Whenever the label reads 


"partially hydrogenated" it 
means the manufacturer has 
been making your food less 
healthy. You can't tell just 
how much fat has been 
changed to harmful satu- 


. rated fats, either. A truth in 


packaging law is fine but 
what WP really need is a 
"truth in contents" law. 


Then there is the unsus- 


pecting housewife who buys 
a cream substitute for cof- 
fee. 
It says it is made of 


vegetable oil and, of course, 
that is better than the satu- 
rated fat in cream. But wait! 
Usually it is made with coco- 
nut oil and the product con- 
tains more harmful satu- 
rated fat than o r d i n a r y 
cream. Vegetable oil often 
means coconut oil. 


I've w a t c h e d many a 


housewife carefully select a 
vegetable margarine—avoid- 
ing butter. If the vegetable 
oil has been hydrogenated 
you may be getting as much 
saturated fat as there is in 
butter. 


How do you select a good 


margarine? Find one (there 
are several) made of corn oil 
or safflower oil. The softest 
one at ordinary room tem- 
perature 
usually contains 


the most unsaturated fats. 
These are usually the "tub" 
margaine spreads of corn or 
safflower oil. 


Then there is the problem 


with bakery products. Al- 
most all of them contain 
saturated fats or hydrogen- 
ated vegetable oils (same 
thing) and egg yolks. Don't 
buy any bakery product ex- 
cept bread—unless you know 
what it contains. You'll be 
better off cooking your own 
and using unsaturated fats 
where fat is necessary. The 
same thing applies to cake 
and cookie mixes. Unless 


SHORT RIBS 


you are certain what they 
contain—don't buy them'. 
That is one way to get the 
manufacturer to p r e p a r e 
healthy products and label 
them properly. 


Finally there is the frozen 


food disaster. Even healthy 
v e g e t a b l e s a r e o f t e n 


creamed" or cooked in but- 


ter sauces—an invitation to 
artery disease. Buy only 
those without sauces." Watch 
out for the frozen fruits if 
you want to avoid calories 
from sugar. They are often 
packed in sugar.

The judge said denial of the 


prior testimony to the defense 
could result in a mistrial. 


Mitchell is the first soldier to 


face court-martial in connection 
with the alleged killing of civil- 
ians in the South Vietnamese 
hamlet of My Lai on March 16 
1968. He has pleaded innocent to 
a charge of assault with intent 
to commit murder.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - One 


of the most formidable tools in 
the Nixon administration's new 
law and order package is known 
as no knock, a police power civil 
libertarians say is unconstitu- 
tional. 


In essence, no knock allows a 


policeman to enter premises 
without 
announcing 
himself 


when evidence may 
be de- 


stroyed quickly, when he may 
be endangered by identifying 
himself 
or when announcing 


himself would be a "useless ges- 
ture." 


In most cases, a policeman 


would need a court-issued war- 
rant before making a no knock 
raid; in a few instances he 
could act on his own initiative 
and justify it later. 


The provision is contained in 


the District of Columbia crime 
bill that goes into effect next 
February and the drug abuse 
bill passed by Congress earlier 
this month but not yet signed by 
President Nixon. 


Opponents of no knock con- 


tend that even restrained use 
would 
violate 
the 
Fourth 


Amendment protections against 
invasion of privacy and unrea- 
sonable search and seizure. The 
critics also say abuse could lead 
to repression of blacks and an- 
tiestablishment whites. 


But the administration, talk- 


ing through Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, insists the bills contain 
adequate 
safeguards 
against 


abuse and that no knock is al- 
ready legal in some 30 states ei- 
ther by statute or court deci- 


sions. 


Under the District of Colum- 


bia law, officers would be re- 
quired to show probable cause 
that a crime was being commit- 
ted to obtain a no knock war-, 
rant; they also must show prob- 
able 
cause 
that announcing 


their presence would result in 
destruction of evidence or dan- 
ger to themselves or a hostage. 


A third situation justifying no 


knock entry under the bills is 
one in which warning would be 
useless. One example is the ap- 
proach to ah open door. 


No knock proponents say the

Below is a comparison of the 1874 and 1970 Constitutions on 
the subjects of finance and taxation. 


1874 CONSTITUTION 
1970 CONSTITUTION 


County Property Taxes 


Property taxes for county general opera- 
tions limited to maximum of five mills. 
Tax may be levied by the Quorum Court. 


Property taxes for county roads limited 
to a maximum of three mills. Tax must be 
voted on by the voters of the county at 
every general election. 


Property taxes for county hospital limited 
to one mill. Tax must be voted on by the 
voters of the county at a general election. 


Property taxes for county library limited 
to one milt. Tax must be voted on by the 
voters of the county at a general election. 


No provision for property tax for any other 
purpose for counties. 


Property taxes for county general opera- 
tions limited to maximum of 10 mills. The 
first five mills may be levied by the Coun- 
ty Council and any additional millage must 
be voted on by the voters of the county 
in a general election. 


Property taxes for county roads limited 
to a maximum of five mills. Tax must be 
voted on by the voters of the county at 
a general election. Once voted, the tax is 
a continuing levy and is not voted on again 
until a proposal to lower or raise appears 
on the ballot.

Informants in Cairo say Presi- 


dent AVNWAR Sadat has chosen 
70-year-old Mahmoud Fawzi, for 
18 years one of President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser's chief advisers 
on foreign affairs, to be Egypt's 
new prime minister. 


Fawzi entered«Egypt!s-consu- 


lar service in 1926 and served in 
a succession of consular and 
ambassadorial posts under the 
monarchy. Six months after the 
overthrow of King Farouk in 
1952, he was named foreign min- 
ister and held the post until 
1964, when Nasser made him 
deputy prime minister for for- 
eign affairs. In 1967, he became 
Nasser's assistant for foreign 
affairs, a post created for him. 


Last April he met with Presi- 


dent Nixon as Nasser's personal 
representative to discuss U.S. 
efforts to achieve peace in the 
Middle East. 


The semiofficial newspaper Al 


Ahram said Monday that Sadat 
had chosen a "prominent per- 
sonality who enjoys great re- 
spect on national and interna- 
tional levels." The newspaper 
did not say that Fawzi was Sad- 
at's choice, but today it promi- 
nently displayed an article re- 
viewing his career. 


Al Ahram said the new prime 


minister will "have the authori- 
ty as provided for in the consti-

SAIGON (AP) - 
U.S. and 


South Vietnamese forces report- 
ed today that they killed 129 
North 
Vietnamese 
and Viet 


Cong and captured 30 in a series 
of clashes south of Da Nang 
while suffering light casualties 
themselves. 


But enemy forces in the area 


posed a serious threat to an al- 
lied Special Forces camp 26 
miles southwest of Da Nang and 
to the district town of Thuong 
Due, a mile to the east. Both the 
camp, which is on a plateau, 
and the town appeared to be un- 
der enemy rocket and mortar 
siege. 


Field reports said the camp 


was being hit with mortars to- 
day and that the enemy posi- 
tions appeared to be close to the

suspected mortar po- 


sitions with rockets, but low 
clouds prevented heavier strikes 


"We have no motive," he said.

The sheriff said he believed 


the death bullets came from a 
.30-caliber weapon. 


The hands of all the victims 


were tied with scarves. The bod- 
ies of Dr. Ohta and his wife 
were on the bottom of the pool, 
the other victims floating on the 
surface. 


James said it appeared the 


fire was set after the slayings, 
apparently to call attention to 
the deaths. James said it ap- 
peared more than one person 
was involved in the killings.
